One hundred years ago, the 18 til of 
October, was the scene of a very im- 
portant event in the annals of our 
national history. The occasion was 
the disbanding of the American army 
by George Washington, the Com- 
mander in Chief. 

Newburgh at that time was a amall 
town, well situated in a strategicul 
point of view, and wus selected by 
General Washington for the head 
quarters of his army. The defeat of 
Comwallia had effectually crippled 
tho power of Great Britain in the 
American Colonies, but still, loath to 
give up, she made at least a show of 
resistance, and it was deemed best to 
guard against any attacks that might 
he made. 

At length, the British troops hav- 
ing been withdrawn, and an army 
being nothing but an expense to the 
infant, Republic, it was though! 
to have the army which was station- 
ed at Newburgh disbanded. This 
was done by General Washington on 
the 18th of October, 1783, ana it was 
tho Centennial anniversary of that 
occasion that was celebrated with so 
much pomp and ceremony last week. 

The morn wus ushered in by the 
tiring of cannon from the men of war 
anchored in Newburgh Bay, by the 
ringing of church bells, etc. The 
people began to tlock in from all 
quarters, and thousands were refused 
accommodation on the day before, so 
they Had to go to the adjacent towns 
for board. 

There probubly has never been such 
a crowd in Newburgh at one time be 
fore, and if will be a long tune before 
the crowd that was there will be 
equalled in numbers. The - 
were impassable, and it was only with 
the greatest difficulty that any one 
was able to lind his way about. All 
kinds of peddlers, shopkeepers, sa- 
loons, etc., did a thriving trade, and 
pickpockets and swindlers were in 
their glory. 

The procession was advertised to 
promptly at 11 A.M., but it did 
not started till near L9 m. It was 
headed by some companies of the 
Metropolitan Boliee of New York 
and their carriage and march- 
ng was excellent and compared' very 
favorably with that, of any organiza- 
tion in the procession. The next 
military organization was the "event h 
Regiment, of New York, a .1 their 
marching was. as usual, the best of the 
day. The Twenty-Third Regiment 
was not up to its usual standard, and 
did not do itself the 
that it, usually does. The Thir- 
teenth Regiment marched very well, 
and their soldierly appearance at once 
ted every one. There was a 

xcellent show of firemen, of 
which the best were the Washington 
Hose, of Newhurg, the Albert Hose, 
of Bingham ton, and the different 
Bonghkeopsio companies. Of the se- 
parate military companies, the 10th 

of Pooghkeepsie and the company 

from "Newburgh at, once attracted at 

tention us being a very gentlemanly 

and soldierly company of men. 

The Putnam Phalanx, of Hartford, 

Conn., were very interesting, each 
man being attired in old contin- 
ental uniform and inarching in 
live instead of in fours us our modern 
tactics aih 

The veteran volunteers, of Bough- 
e, were attired in souavi 
tunic, and added very much to the 
beauty of the scene. 

Governor Cleveland, of New York, 

Gen. Shuler, commanding the first 
n of (he National Guard, and 
several other notables were on the re- 
viewing stand. The procession mov- 
ed past the old farm house that Wash- 
ington made his headquarters, where 
vejy interesting speeches were made by 
Wm. K. Everts and other prominent 

men. The grand clioius sang beauti-

THE OALI.AUDET MEMORIAL 8TATCK. 

One of our adopted sons, Mr. Lars 
M. Larson, has raised a howl over the 
action of the lute National Convention 
in appointing a Galhujdet Memorial 
Committee. It Be ema j p wBat in the ap- 
pointment of this committee tho im- 
portance of Lars was overlooked by 
tho convention, and ho is doing just 
like Deacon Pilkin's poor little pig, 
consoling himself on a hind toat. It 18 
not our funeral, but we do love to 
sympathize with those who are in tho 
minority. We have boen there so long 
that our heart of hearts just flows 
whenovor such calamities befall our 
enemy. 

What most troubles the good soul 
of Lars is the location of the proposod 
statue. Our opinion on that point 
may not be vory valuable, but we give 
it for what it is worth. I3o the statue 
located where it may, comparatively 
few of tho thirty thousand deaf-mutes 
in the Union, would get a glimpse of 
it. But were it at Washington, each 
state could send representatives in the 
shape of students to the college each 
year to view the statue, and it is need- 
less to add that these representatives 
are as a ride from Ike most intelligent 
and appreciative class of mules. On 
the other hand, wero tho statuo at 
Hartford how many from Illinois 
would Bee it? Perhaps, now and (hen. 
a wandering chromo poddler plying 
his vocation through New England. 
But, who is he to the deaf-mute 
world? Nobody. What we have 
said of Illinois holds true of every 
state west of New York. 

In nutting forth the feeble claim 
that Hartford is entitled to the statue, 
is not our adopted boy dunning us for 
local tatUm advanotmeni ? It is not 

Thomas II. Gulluudot, tin' founder of 
the ffart/vrd School, but Thomas EL 
Qallaudet, the founder of deaf-mute 
education in Amrrirn, that is intend- 
ed to bo honored. But it so happens 
that both are the same man. 

A statue of Gallaudet would bo 
out of place in front of any 
school for deaf-mutes in the 
land. Of course each school could 
not have a statue. Our purses could 
not stand that. But wo can all club 
together and place one on our College 
lawn. Tho College is a government 
affair ; the Hivrttord School is not. 
We are no more robbing Hartford 
than we arc robbing France by placing 
busts of Do l'Bpee and Sicard in our 
College Chapel. But " thousands of 
people will imagine that Thomas H. 
Qallaudet founded the College." Lars 
does not tell us how many imagine 
that De 1'Spee and Sicard founded it 

The fact that tho College now has 
a $400 big portrait in oil of Thomas 
H. Gallaudet is no argument against 
placing a statuo thero. How much 
of that $400 did wo deaf-mutes pay T 

Many of us still remember a discus- 
sion wo had at college, in which sta 
dents and professors alike participat- 
ed, about changing the name of the 
College to Gallaudet College, not in 
honor of tho president and founder, 
but in honor of his illustrious father. 
Nothing came of tho discussion, but 
let us hope that in tho near future the 
College itself may bo designated a 
monument to the memory of our good 
friend T. H. Gallaudet. 

Why so many portraits, busts and 
monuments to oral friends, bnt >. 
deaf mutes? Look around, brother 
Lars, and see what Illinois is doing. 
The Wait memorial fund amounts to 
$275. Mr. Wait was a deaf mute. 
Won't you please help us? 

But to return to the Gallaudet 
statue. Come now, Lars, let us not 
quibble about the locution of the pro 
posed memorial. Trustworthy men 
havo been put on the Committee and 
the National Convention has put its 
sign manual to the project. Let us 
extend the right hand of fellowship to 
the Committee, but first dive that 
hand deep into your trousers' pocket, 
and fill it with lawful silver of the 
realm. We deaf-mutes are but once 
— -perhaps in exceptional cases twice — 
in a lifetime called upon to bo chari- 
table, and this project should not be 
allowed to go begging.

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What sad picture is the broken 

health and death of a once robust and 
pretty girl! The victim was Mrs. 
Win. T. Carter, nee Tisdale, of South 
Boston, Mass. They were mar 
ried by Kev. Dr. Gallaudet some six 
years ago. 

Three successive ways undermined 
her health. 

The first — she undertook to nurse 
a sick mute lady friend three months, 
who stopped in her house. The said 
lady was taken home, and since mar- 
ried in New Hampshire. They never 
sent her any cash or substantial token 
of their gratitude as promised. For 
the present, their name is withheld. 
The above occurred some three years 
ago. 

The second — soon after the sick 
friend was gone, Mrs. Carter's only 
child — a fine boy, aged about three 
years, in charge of a speaking neigh- 
bor, fell down cellar stairs, while his 
mother was absent to see the lady de- 
part. It took her three weeks' hard 
work to watch him, when he died. 

The third — she claimed that a little 
while after the boys death, she acci- 
dentally swallowed a peach stone, and 
it ever since remained in her stomach. 
In the night of the accident she be- 
gan to have fits, and had been an in- 
valid for about two years, with fits al- 
mosl daily till last September. The 
fits became worse and frequent. It 
was noticed lately that her mind was 
out of order at times. A few days be- 
fore her dissolution, she suffered aw- 
fully from frequent tits daily, with 
froth running from her mouth all day 
On the 20th of October last, she be- 
came a raving maniac. Her dot 
gave her up, and ordered her to be 
taken to a hospital. It. required four 
men to take ber by force down to a 
hack. On arriving al the hospital, 
some liquid (perhaps chloroform) was 
thrown at her face to quiet her and 
three men took her up. 

The night, of the said date she was 
sfuily delivered of a girl baby 
at full maturity, but the next night 
her dreadful struggle ended in 
nit y. She died crazy. 

Strange enough, the babe lives and 
looks healthy, in charge of Mr. Car- 
ter's sister in Charlesiown, Mass. We 
should add that Mr. Carter was a de- 
voted and faithful husband, and did 
his best in her behalf, but the formid- 
able disease proved hopeless, lie has 
been a porter in the Old Colony Kail- 
road passenger depot for several years, 
and also has a well-known stand there 
in at polishing boots. He earns five 
dollars a day often. Ten cents a 
shine. He is reported to be industri- 
ous and punctual. 

Mrs. John Magee, WH Huffy, lives 
near where Mrs. Carter resided, and 
used to come as often as she could 
leave her family, and bravely tried to 
comfort her till her departure for the 
hospital. 

Mr. Carter has our deep sympathy 
in his affliction. W. K
